DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claims contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Specifically, the recitation "a four-post type ROPS" was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention since it is not clear what "a four- 
post type ROPS" is supposed to be. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claims 1 and 5, line 2, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 
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The recitation "type" in the last line of claims 4 and 6 is indefinite since it is unclear as to 
exactly what is supposed to constitute "type". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section of this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more that one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takemura et al. '502. 
Takemura et al '502 disclose a mounting frame unit 8 (Figs. 2-4, 5a) attached to a tractor body 5 
for enabling working implements such as a front loader 6 and a backhoe 7 to be attached to the 
tractor body 5, comprising: 

a pair of right and left main frames 13 extending longitudinally of the tractor body 5; 

connecting frames 14,15 for connecting the main frames 13 as spaced from each other; 

a lower mounting unit 131 (Figs. 6, 7a, 7c and 8) disposed in a rearward section 
(unnumbered) of each of the main frames 13 and connected to a rear axle case 18 forming part of 
the tractor body 5; 

a bridge member 136 (Fig. 6) for bridging upper positions of an upwardly opening cutout 
135 (Figs. 4, 5a and 6) formed in the rearward section (unnumbered); and 

an upper mounting unit 17 (Figs. 6, 7a and 7b) disposed on the bridge member 136 and 
connected to the rear axle case 18. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 2 and 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
